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Section 3. Section 3.05 is hereby amended as follows: 


The County may remove a commissioner for inefficiency, neglect 
or duty, or misconduct in office only after a hearing and only if 
the commissioner has been given a copy of the charges at least ten 
(10) days prior to the hearing and has had an opportunity to be 


heard in person or by counsel. For purposes of this ordinance, . 


lack of attendance shall be conclusive evidence of neglect of duty. 
Lack of attendance is defined as failure to attend three (3) 
consecutive meetings or failure to attend more than one-half of the 


meetings scheduled during a calendar year. Excused absences shall. 
not constitute lack of attendance. Excused absences shall be: 


entered into the minutes at the next reqularly scheduled meeting of 
the board of commission. A commissioner who is given written 
notice of neglect of duty as defined above, may waive in writing, 


the requirement for a hearing in which case, the commissioner shall 


be removed and a new appointment shall be made by the BCC. 


Section 4. REPEAL OF LAWS IN CONFLICT 

All local laws and ordinances in conflict with any provisions 
of this Ordinance are hereby repealed to the extent of such 
conflict’. 

Section 5. SEVERABILITY 

If any section, paragraph, sentence, clause, phrase, or word 
of this Ordinance is for any reason held by the Court to be 
unconstitutional, inoperative, or void, such holding shall not 
affect the remainder of this Ordinance. 


Section 6. INCLUSION IN THE CODE OF LAWS AND ORDINANCES: 


The provisions of this Ordinance shall become and be made a, 
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part of the Code of Laws and Ordinances of Palm Beach County, | 


Florida. The sections of this Ordinance may be renumbered or ` 


relettered to accomplish such, and the word "ordinance" may be 
changed to "section", "article", or other appropriate word.
